He will place the original ticket with 
currenoy and checks in an envelope and then drop the sealed envelope 
in the slot at the night depository opening. The duplicate ticket will be 
kept as his record until the bank’ verifies his deposit next day by mail. 
Having to go to the bank during rush hours will thus be eliminated. The 
depositor can make a deposit any minute he wishes, pick up a pocket 
check book and pay his accounts by check to amount of his deposit ac-
